CHAP. I. 


How Albertus King of Arigon falling into a languiſhing diſeaſe ,

out into thefe ſad expzeſsions: 


Y-* are come to looke upon a declining King, ye may endeavour 
to uſe your skils, but Iam confident your labours will be 
lott. Alis, my diſcaſc is too inward to be ſound out, and if ye cure

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me, it muſt be more by micacle then sk Il: If je can cure an: almoſt 
broken heart, or repaire my halſe &eayed lungs, or reſtore my fear 
walied breath „then draw ccar, but Alas my Lyſimena and there 
his ſighs denying him liberty of ſpeech, he made ſignes to be no 
more troubled, and turning from the company, and almaſt from 
his pwn ſenſes, he grozngd himſelf into a deep melancholy. 

The Doctozs ds pet being not thꝛduglly acquainted with bis 
dik ate, verily ſuppoted bim departing, but it pzobed otherwiſe ; 
fir bis Sonnes and the reſt of the Nobilitte infozming the 
D -t325 of his griefe , deſtred them to uſe their beſt endeavours 
f:2 bis recoberie , which acco2dingly they did, but finding little 
bopgs of life, in reſpect that the diſtemper of bis mind bad fo 
much impaired the temper ofbis body, they only pzeſcribed him 
cozvials , which indeed ſomething revived and exbilarated bis 
ſpirits, but could not gibe the leaſt bopes of life, in reſpect that 
nature was much extenuated and weakned by bis extraozdinarp 
melancbollp. 

The King whetber leſs inſenfible of bis — — 

moze enlivened by the pꝛeſcriptions of the — > 4 fires ttod 
of the ableſt of them to be brought unto bim, ofthom- be de- 
manded their free and abſolute opinions; The Docozs after a 
ſwoꝛt pauſe , who baving moze reſpec to conſcience then gaine, 
told him that they might pꝛolong, but not eure, and rt 
to pꝛoced into further diſcourſe , there ſundeniy came in fo 

of Nobititie and whiſpered with one ol the Doctozs, which 
tbe s perceiving, demanded the cauſe,to:which dis Nobilitte 
reply, that tber were newlp arrived ſeveral Magicians, who 
beafing of bis Bajelggs diſtemper, came out of afﬀectionate duty 
ta 'mploy thetr skils fo2 bis recoberie 3: tbe King bearing thts, 
dilmiſt the Poctozs , and admittedothe Magittans, who being

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The Migitians being gone, the King ſends for his thredSonnes , 
and acquaints them with what the Magitians had told him, 
proffering to divide his eftate between them if them could re-;

Sir, J 
bope that pou will pleaſe to appzedend that the paſſeſstons 
wbich are like to foH to us after your death, do not any way in- 
cite us either ts bope, oz with foz pour ddatd ; with that, the 
two other .Bzothers not able to containe any longer, de ſtred 
tbeit Father to implop them in any thing whereby they migbt 
expzeſs tbeir obedience to bim, to which the King (joyful to 
fee paſgionats obedience) replyed ,/ that thert war but one 
way tu Cave bis life, which was tv ds atco2dirig tothe direct» 
ons of the @a5itians, tbo infozmed beim, tha tr ho-couſd 
by au means recober the Golden · K igle from the Quin of Ivy- 
land, that then be ſpould be reftozed to bis fozmer health; 
but ſapes be, I find it a thing impoſstble „ tberefoze I ſhall

befoze you, and pzoteft with all our ſouls to hazard, pap ol dur 
lives, but we will obtaine the Eegle 5 foz you know mtr, that 
reſolution backt with obedient -afection , knows neo impoſgtbt- 
littes; Sir we fþall not arife from our knees till pon 
granted our requeſt, and at your Royal conſent we will fozth-

The King ſeeing them ſo reſolved; thought it ſuperfluous to 
endeabeur to diſcourſe tbem gut of tbeir reſolutions, but told 
them, that fince their obedience made them ſo reddy td Undertake 
to great a hazard , bis affections ould pzomphim, at thetr re- 
turn, to dibide aff bis treaſure ( which at that time was very 
great) among them ; in the mean time de adbifed them to pꝛo⸗ 
bide themſelves with what money ther would, and all other 
1 Neceffary foz their adberiture, which tyre accoz* 
dingly did. b

CHAP. IV. 


How Philonzo and Cruentius hearing the diſcourſe of their young- 
er Brother Innocentine, robb'd him of his treaſure, and leſt 
him bound in a Wood, where they afterwards loſt themſelves. 


(Inn bearing bis Bzotbers difcourſe, which was con- 
trarp to bis expectations , told bim that be was a berę raſh 
boy, and underſtood not what be ſpoke ; for ſayes be, ſpall we 
caſt away our libes becauſe the wozld hould ſap we died nobly: 
B2ot)zer, (apes he to Philonzo, are we bound to be fools be- 
be mad, no, let's leabe bim to bis thoughts of bo- 
nour ilſt ygu asd IJ conſult what's beſt to doe; fo walking 
a diſtance from bim, thep ſate down, and began thus to ers 
p:eſs themſelbes: OO 

Bꝛotber Philor zo, J babe in this ſpoꝛt time both confidered 
the ame and tbe danger, let us endeAbour to baſte to Meſemp- 
tronia, & City which am ſure cannot be farre from this place, 
where we may refreſþ our ſelbes, and babe ſurther diſcourſe ; 
but what all we doe, replied Cruentius, with pon fwliſþ bop, 
pou perceibe baw zefractory and tnconflderate be is, and makes 
digbt of that danger which we know to be verp great: Af we 
leabe him, queſitonleſs be wtll return home and incenſe — 
Ving 
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Ring againſt ug, what we fþall doe in this J know not, but 
leave it to pour diſcre tion, let's fozce bim with us, quoth Phi- 
lonzo, and make bim doe accozding to our wills, if not, we 
will thzeaten to kill bim; no quoth Crucotius, that cannot be, 
foz then be will pꝛie into all our actions, and make a diſccvery 
at out returnes; but Bother , quoth be, our bufinefs re- 
quires baſte, let us therefoze take awap bis. treaſure, and bind 
bim, and fo leabe him in the Mod, foz it is better one periſþ 
then two, and if the wozſt come to the wozſt, that be. ſhould be 
unleoſed and returne home: We knob at our returne how to 
perſtoade that what be bas related is only Ites to diſgrace us, 
and by that means tv infinuate the moze into fabour bimſelf, 
and injureus. I like this adbice well, quord Philon zo, let us 
quickly put in execution, foz the night baftens ; with that re- 
turning to Ionocentme , thep asked him what be intended ta 
doe, who replied, what they did not, and fo you ſpall quoth 
Crabntius, and fo both running togetber laid hold on him, and 
without bearing bim ſpeaz, bound bim, and tos alvap bis 
treafire, turning bis bozſe loofe to range in the Mods, they 
departed. Thus lay pwze Innocentine miſerably bound, inta⸗ 
much that the ſwelling of bis hands and feet made bim moſt ſad- 
ly lament bis grievous toztures; but Philonzo and Cruentius 
baving rambled up and down the Mod fo2 the ſpare of tio 
hours, could by no means finde the way out, inſomuchatbav 
they deſpaitred of trabelling anp further way out that ni but 
baving not rode a flight-ſhot further, if Mppened tha a dog 
baving loſt his Mater, came fawning gy Cruentius, who pze- 
ſentlp laid hold of dim, and tying bim ia ſtring, followed the 
dog, wbo fozthwith bzought them out of the Mod, and pze- 
fently after to a ÞbrepberJs boute, wherggtbe dog found ſpedp 
entertainment, but Philonzo and Cruenffus none, where we 
fall foz a time leabe them, and return to Innocentine, who thep 
left dound in the Wood, 
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CHAP. V. 


How Ianocentine was unbound by an Hermit, and how afterwards 
he ſaved a beautiful Lady from raviſhment, and how the Lady 
requited him. 


Nnocentine being faſt baund by bis unnatural Wzothers, lap 
1 till the appzoach of the evening in a moſt lamentable cond{- 
dition, till at laſt a Permit comming from big Cell, to take 
the benefit of the cole of the evening , beard the (ad groanes 
of poze Innocentine, and being mobed with pity, be addzefſed 
bimſelfF to the place (JI map well lap) of groans, where being.

acquaintance is derived from it, J will not trouble pour pa- 
tience with the diſcourſe of my misfoztune, only in ſþozt, J 
am going upon a defigne to ſabe tbe life of a renowned Ring, but 
this misfoztune bath put me out of a capacitie to follow my tn- 
tintiong ; come ſayes the Permit J know your diſeaſe, J'le 
be your Pbyſitton, take this cozdlal (giving bim a bag of Gold 
and Jewels) and returne no complemental anſw:r, foz J am 
bound to doe it, and if you want a St#d,. F have one foz pou 
which this berp dap ſtragled bither,: pzap take him and uſe him 
as pour owne; but foz this ſwozd, which J'intend fo2 pour 
uſe, pzapreturne it if you live, if not conceale the vertue, fog 


it will pꝛeſerve pou againſt all enchantments, Wbich are not ' 


berp common to my wofull experience; neither n&d pou fear 
who pou encounter with it, faz pou ſhall not want ſuccefs- 
Innocentine, not à little rejoiced at what the Permit bad told 


bim, defired liberty to depart, in o2der to which the Hermit 
conducted bim to bis hozſe, but it fell out that the hozſe was 
bis owne, wbich be thought bis Bzotbers bad carried awap with 


them; the Permit obſerving him loke ſo trictlp upon tbe hozſe, 
told him-that be could not pzomiſe bim the like ſerbice from 


the bozſe as be did from the ſwozd; no Sir, quoth Innocentine, - 
I belteve J am better acquainted with the bozſe than pou , ſoz / 
yeſterday be was mine, till taken from me by misfoztune > vu 
however J cannot but expzeſs my bearty than "> and &

my returne you ſhall know moze of me, in the mean 
peace abide with pou , let me only beg pou 
Green Iveland , fog J am altogether a ſtranger in theſe parts; 


your ready wap, quoth the Permit, is to goe to Meſemptronis, 


a City about tþz& leagues from hence, the ud is very direct 


th2ough ſeberal Willages , where pou map at your pleaſure en- 
quire, but there is a Fozreſt which lies between alittle Town 
called Corumbus and Meſemptronia, where pou muſt babe a care« 
ful epe, left pou be ſet upon befs22 pou can pꝛobide foz refiſtance, 
this is all that J.can adviſe * ſo farewsl.. 
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Thus they departed, and after the expence of ſome hours, 
Innocentine came to the Fozreft which the Permit told him of, 
where be was no ſooner entred, but be was welcomed wiih many 
loud and lamentable ſchrEkes, which ſtrucke bim into admij- 
rationz but being of an undaunted ſpirit, and remembging the 
ſad eſtate he b{mſelf was in the dap befaze reſolb*d to find out 
the place where he beard this famentable notſe; and being 
moze directed by the eare then the eye, be at length effected 
bis deſires , foz immediately tn a ballep be eſpied two billatnes 
about to rabiſh a Lady of an incomparable beauty, and being 
paſftonately exaſperated, be flew upon them [tze ligbtntng, 
but gibing them be to mount themſelves, rhep inſtead of 
fight ,- pzefently run awap, perceiving ft was their W:otber :

ont me to y habitation (froin which place thoſe tiflaines 
pou ſaw, habing ſurpztſed me in a folttarie walk, dꝛagg'd me) 
you will very tacrea'e my bapptn*ſs; to which requeſt 
Innocentine condeſcended and in @ Þ0zt time came ta the place 
tohere be found a welcome entertAinment : fo after many Cere- 
monies paſt beten them , the Lady requeſtzd te know what 
bis name and birth was, to which Innocentine replied ; fe fo 
much confidence babe Jof pour wozth, that J will not k#p

Madam, had pou bien leſs beautiful, J bad ben leſs ambſ- 
tious , but Madem pour beautte is the Authoz of mp bold in- 
truſton ; but J hope pou habe goodneſs to pardon, as well as I 
babe infirmities to offend; Str, quoth the Lady, the banitie of 
Courtſhip bath taught me to diſlike a Tourtter , J will there. 
foze leabe mp walke to pour enjoyment, Nay, quoth Phi- 
- Jonzo,,, Jeannat fo ſuddenly difmiſs yu, foz your beautie has 
made 4 conqueſt.of my beart , ſs eitber return what pour e 
bas robb's me of, 02 J muſt be infozced rode t · Sir, Matb 
theLadp, J neither knot pour in noz meaning, but A 
expect pou to be civil, therefozeÞ g not my expectatt- 
ons: At which wozds Philor zo beckning to his Bzother Cru- 
entine, that ſtood twithiuUghc , 'pzeſently with much rigour

Father being incens'd againft me condemned me to dye, but 
by the requet of my Bzothers J w2s pzeſerbed,; and became a 
ſervant to the 22M ef my Fathers ſervants, contenting mp felf 
twith theſe po: badilliments, which indeed were thep as rich 
15 could be Imagiaed, were to mean to be pzeſented befoze fo 
wozthy a perſon, as Padain, you are, and foz my (elf, J could 
tremble into Iſþes at the fight of ſo excellent a creature as pour 
bertucus (elf, but I ſpall remode fo unwoztbp” an object from 
pour fight, and crabe licenſe to depart; no replied the Queen, 
pou ſpall not, J dave a few queſtions to aste por 3 my rude- 
neſs moſt unparaſſed Lady, (hall be as obedient to replp, as 
your Gzace ſhall be ready to demand, although J am unw:2tby 
ts be the leaſt of pour creatures. The Quen bearing bim ex⸗ 
pzeſs bimſelf with ſo much bumilitie and exceſlencie of ſpecb, 
tbe King fozgetting that bis Son was there, came ſuddenlie 
into the pzeſence of the Quten, and bebolding bis out-cef, 
ſtarted bacze, the Queen perceiving it, defired the King to 
pield her fo great @ favour as to ſtay to bear her- ase bis Son

Lhbe 
King libe a man] tranſpozted , at firft thaugbt the Mun ro 
be poſſeſt of a frenzie, but after moze ſerfous debate; folund ail 
truth which (& pad related ,. and peſentip ſent ſoz bis tion 
Sous, Philonzo and Ctuentine, and commands their beads to 
be ſtruck off, but Innocentine ſeconded with bis incomparable 
Lady, -perſtvaded bis Father to ſabe their libes , and banth 
them; which tbe King, tbough unwilſingly conſented. to, af- 
ter wþicþ be imbzaced bis Son, and told btm , in requital of 
bis great abuſes , be would ſettle dis 'Singdom upon "htm.
